Synapein Applicant sentenced 1/6/56 to two years imprisonment 
on conviction after not guilty plea entered on 
charge of mall fraud violation in USDC, Chicago, 
Illinois. Appeals taken by applicant and sentence 
affirmed. Applicant began serving sentence 5/28/57 
and released on parole 3/21/58. Three employers 
since release regard applicant favorable. Applicant 
self-employed as management consultant since May, 1959. 
Four references and neighborhood Investigation 
favorable. Credit and arrest record checks made 
at Oak Park and Chicago, Illinois, negative, since 
release. 
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DBTAILS: 


Interview of Applicant 

The applicant, EUGENE ROBERT FLITCRAFT, was 
interviewed July 25, 1961, at his residence, 234 Maple 
Avenue, Oak Park, Illinois. At this tine he advised as 
was set forth in his petition for pardon that he was 
convicted on a plea of not guilty in the United States 
District Court for the Northern District of Illinois, at 
Chicago, of the crime of sail fraud together with eight 
other defendants. He informed that on January 5, 1956, 
he was sentenced to two years Imprisonment and served his 
time in the Federal Correctional Institution at Milan, 

Michigan. He advised that appeals were taken to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals as well as to the Supreme Court 
of the United States on a writ of certiorari which was 
denied on May 17, 1957, He informed he began the serving 
of the sentence May 28, 1957, was released on parole 
March21, 1958, and discharged from parole by expiration of 
sentence on May 27, 1959. He advised he has always considered 
himself a victim of circumstances and emphasized this was 
a "mass conviction". He stated he could not understand 
why he was Joined as a defendant with others and advised 
it appeared he was being punished for {laying ball with the 
wrong people. He advised that he had acquired a dealership 
■inti the State of Florida in May, 1952, from Pre View Television 
Company of Chicago. He advised this company went bankrupt 
in June of 1953 and that he personally lost $30,000 in 
the venture. He advised it was always his understanding 
the Government’s main interest in this case bad been with the 
three principals or owners of the Pre View Television company, 
and that he and the remaining defendants were, as he put it, 
innocent victims of the wrong doing of the three principals. 

He advised that he is anxious to secure a pardon so as 
to regain his civil rights and erase the stigma attached 
to his name. He advised that such a pardon would in some 
small measure rectify the wrong done by his conviction. 

He stated that upon bis release from Milan,March 21, 1958, 
he r eturned to Oak Pa rk. Illinois, and obtained employment 
with | [ oib of h is sponso rs for probation. 

He advised that he worked wlth||for approximately 
five or six months as a salesman on a commission basis only 
selling underground lawn sprinklers. He advised that this 


y 
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position was not very profitable and he resigned from It 
and since that tine has been In the management consultant 
business for himself. Re advised he has concentrated 
on Insurance companies inasmuch as bis family name is 
extremely well known in the insurance field. He advised 
that his grandfather in 1886 began publishing Fliteraft 
Compend and Rate Books for the insurance business and this 
business continued until 1947 at which time it was sold 
by the FLITCRAFT family. He advised he is not employed 
by anyone and the business he obtains Is placed with estab¬ 
lished management consultant firms and he receives a 20 
per cent fee for his services. He informed he has never 
in his life been arrested other than for the instant 
offense and particular^ since his release from prison has 
endeavored to conduct his activities in the highest 
ethical manner. He advised that while he has resided 
at Oak Park, Illinois practically all bis life he is 
not active in civic affairs and belongs to no clubs or 
organizations. He stated he feels that the granting 
of a pardon will enable him to expand his business activities 
and forestall the public embarrassment he would have 
to undergo should he have to reveal his prior conviction 
for instant offense.
